Police Commissioner Russell T. 
Beebe and Capt. Trannie Polk of 
the East St. Louis Police De- 
partment were indicted today by 
the St. Clair county grand jury 
for “palpable omission of duty.” 
They were accused of permitting 
operation’ of a gaming house. 

In addition, Polk was indicted 
for perjury. 

The jury’s report, which was 
described as critical of the po- 
lice department, was suppressed 
by Circuit Judge Richard T. 
Carter at Belleville. He invited 
Siate’s Attorney John J. Hoban 
to appear before him and show 
reason why the report should be 
made public. 

Beebe and Polk were charged 
by the jury with failing to per- 
form their official duties on July 
4, 1959 in that they did not close 
the Paramount Club as ‘“‘a com- 
mon gaming house.” 

Beebe had ‘‘full knowledge of 
the existence and operation of | 
this gaming house within the 
corporate limits of East St. | 
Louis,” the indictment stated. | 

Althouzh he had such knowl- 
euge, Beebe ‘‘wilfully and unlaw- 
fully failed and re:ised to per- 
fom his offic’al dui'cs’’ as com- 
missioner of police, the indict- 
ment cherged. 

Denial Douybted. 

Polk commitied perjury when 
he dened he had persuaded 
three witnesses to retract their 
identification of a man charged 


on Sept. 17, 1955, the indictment 
charged. 

In suppressing the two-and- 
one-half page report returned by 
the grand jury, Judge Carter 
said: 

“At first glance, it appears to 
this court that the names in the 
report are not recorded in tne. 
accompanying true bills or no- | 
true bills. 

“For instance, they (the grand 
jurors) make mention that three 
more indictments could have 
been justified against one person 
already indicted. Why weren’t 
they?

One of the misrepresentations 
most frequently encountered, 
Moore said, “‘is that the sales- 
| man is associated with civil 
service and guarantees employ- 
‘ment by the Federal Govern- 
| ment,” 
| Moore said the FTC these days 
‘does not often encounter ‘‘out- 
Tew diploma mills’ but does 
run.into exaggerations about the 
| value of courses offered, at $100 
‘to $500, and about resulting job 
| opportunities. 

Stanley Ruttenberg, AFL-CIO 
director of research, said sev-

The Chinese could sell at 
these rates because costs and 
i prices are of little moment in 
their Communist economy when 
other considerations take~ su- 
premacy. 

What were these consider- 
ations?-Observers generally have 
listed them as multiple: to crip- 
ple Japan, to earn foreign ex- 
change, to entrench China in 
Southeast Asia, to demonstrate 
China’s growing industrial might 
and to win over more Chinese 
residing abroad. 

The Japanese foreign ministry 
survey noted that. of China’s 
total trade with Southeast Asia 
for the first six months of this 
year, its exports aggregated 
about $153,000,000, down 5.8 per 
cent from the same period in 
1958 arid down 38 per cent from 
the second half of that year. 
Only with Burma and India did 
the figures rise. 

As for China’s imports, they 
totaled about $41,000,000, off 13 
and 57 per cent respectively for 
the two periods, 

Observers here, who had been 
expecting such trade decline 
figures, generally are in agree- 
ment concerning the - causes: 
confusion created by dragooning 
99 per cent of the peasantry into 
the ‘“‘people’s commuries” and 
imbalances occurring between 
production and _ transportation. 
Of particular harm was the pro- 
motion of ‘‘backyard steel mills” | 
—a nation-wide fiasco that tied 
up much of China’s meager 
rolling stock. 

The Japanese believe that re- 
strictions on Chinese: products 
imposed by such countries as 
Malay and Thailand had little 
to.do with the declining trade.

a smidgen of sage or sprinkled 
with snipped parsley.

day vegetable in St. Louis; try . 


serving a whole head with a 
polka-dot sauce of frozen green 
peas. In a holiday mood, cut a 
few pieces of scarlet pimiento 
into star shapes and deck the 
top of the cauliflower and the 
extra sauce served in your pret- 
tiest sauce boat or gravy dish. 

Select a bealtiful head of cau- 
liflower. Remove all leaves ex- 
cept the pretty small ones next 
to the head. Cook the whole head 
in boiling salted water until just 
tender; do not overcook. Drain 
well. : 
Meanwhile, cook peas by this 
flavor-saver method: 

One 10-ounce package frozen 
green peas.

Bring quickly to a boil over high

Reduce heat to medium and sim- 
mer gently until the peas are 
just tender, five to seven min- 
utes. 

To make sauce, melt four ta- 
blespoons butter or margarine, 
blend in four tablespoons flour, 
and add one and one-half cups 
milk gradually, stirring constant- 
ly until sauce is smooth and 
thickened. Continue heating sev- 
eral minutes over low heat to 
thoroughly cook flour. Add one- 
half cup cream, season to taste 
with salt, pepper and paprika. 
Add peas and two tablespoons 
pimiento and mix carefully. 

Place cauliflower in serving 
dish and pour sauce over it. 
Serve at once. 


Asparagus gives every meal 
a “holiday” look.

Depending on the number of 
guests, plan on a whole or half 
beef tenderloin. Because tender- 
loin from any grade of beef is 
tender, purchase a_ tenderloin 
from a lower grade of beef. Re- 
move ‘the surface fat and con- 
nective tissue from the meat and 
rub the surface with garlic. 
Place the tenderloin on a rack 
in a shallow pan, tucking the 
narrow end of the meat under to 


make the roast uniformly thick. 
~Brush with salad oil and insert 
a roast meat thermometer. 


Roast the meat in a 450 degree 
F. oven until the meat ther- 
mometer. registers 140 degrees 
F. or rare, about 45 to 60 min- 
utes for a four to six pound 
whole tenderloin or 45 to 50 min- 
utes for a half tenderloin. A 
rotisserie also is excellent used 
for this. 


Serve hot or cold on a cutting 
board with a knife for guests 
to carve slices, or slice the en- 
tire tenderloin and leave in its 
original shape. on the serving 
board or platter. 

The Parkerhouse rolls can be 
your own made from a mix or 
they can be ordered in advance 
from a bakery.

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Mission Accomplished 


President Eisenhower returns in triumph 
from his unprecedented 22,000-mile 11-nation 


tour of three continents. He has accomplished 


what he. set out to do—establish a better 
world climate and a momentum for negotia- 
tions looking toward a peaceful solution to in- 
ternational problems. The President carried 
a message of peace and there is no doubt 
that millions of those who acclaimed him did 
so in belief that he could somehow ad- 
vance that cause, The professional diplomats 
who must reduce generalities to practical 
terms are now charged with a greater-than- 
ever responsibility to see that hopes do not 
wither. | 

What was the President’s most significant 
achievement? In the long run, it may be the 
results flowing from his unique visit to India, 
which served notice on the Chinese Commu- 
nist regime that regardless of Indian neu- 
trality Prime Minister Nehru has United 
States backing. For the immediate future 
the climax was the invitation to Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev to attend the first of a series 
of Big Four summit meetings in Paris April 
27. By that date French President De Gaulle 
will have been host to Mr. Khrushchev and 


‘ will have completed a state visit to Washing- 


ton. Thus the timing, along with the decision 

to hold the Big Four session in Paris rather 

than Geneva, amounted to a harmless conces- 

sion to De Gaulle’s dream of French grandeur. 
. * * 


Apparently Mr. Eisenhower failed to per- 
suade De Gaulle to abandon his opposition to 
giving the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
command control of French forces assigned 
to the defense of Western Europe, but this 
would have been too much to expect. As 
Mr. Eisenhower's press secretary, James C. 
Hagerty, said, “You don’t change a situation 
in a day or two.” But Mr. Eisenhower is re- 
ported to have made progress in private talks 
with De Gaulle on the general subject of eas- 
ing French-American relations; newly strained © 
when Gen. Twining accused France of foot- 
dragging in NATO. And he is said to have 
convinced the French leader that the United 
States indorses his Algerian policy despite a 
vote abstention in the United Nations. 

The Western Big Three made it plain that 
while they are suggesting disarmament and 
the German question as topics for discussion 
at the summit meeting, the agenda is not to 
be limited to these subjects. And while their 
communique restated the West's determina- 
tion to surrender no basic interest in West 
Berlin, Mr. Eisenhower let it be known he 
thinks there is ample room within the pro- 
posed framework to discuss all problems re- 
lating to Berlin. 

As in the case of the German question, 
there are bound to be varying interpretations 
as to what country or which statesman gained 
the most advantage. Thus Chancellor Aden- 
auer believes he got an agreement from the 
Western Big Three to stiffen Berlin policy; 
whether he did remains to be seen. And in 
Pakistan President Mohammed Ayub Khan 
is hardening his attitude toward India and 
already complaining that while Mr. Eisen- 
hower tried to bring about better relations 
“he can only give friendly advice.”

In summarizing the historic journey, there 


will be found regrets by some that Mr. Eisen- 


hower chose to visit Spain. Dictator Franco 
is soundly disliked by most Americans, who 
regard him as differing from Hitler and Mus- 
solini mainly in the fact that the latter are 
dead. Yet the President’s stop in Spain 
should be viewed in much the same light as 
Premier Khrushchev’s tour of the br 
States; it was unpopular in some quarfér: 
but was undertaken to further United States 
foreign policy. Mr. Eisenhower did not seek 
out Franco nor is the Spanish interlude to be 
construed as an indorsement of his regime. 
To have avoided Spain would have been a re- 
buff out of keeping with present Spanish- 
American relations. 

The success of the current trip should en- 
courage the President to go through with 
plans now under discussion, He is sched- 
uled to visit the Soviet Union, and there is 
talk of trips to Japan and Latin America. 
There may be another summit meeting after 
the one in April. If the 69-year-old chief 
executive can manage these, in addition to 
tackling domestic problems such as the steel 
dispute and dealing with an election-year 
Congress, -he will close his administration 
with a record of activity no one would have 
thought possible a year ago.

Louis-East St. Louis area suffers from poor 
labor-management relationships. 

The ‘national impressio& of poor labor re- 
lations here is “unwarranted,” according to 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., which studied the Bot- 
toms proposal and recommended against it in 
part because of that reputation. Those por- 


tions of the Little firm’s report that dealt with . 


labor have been extracted and are reprinted 
under the cartoon today in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion. ~ : 


“Unwarranted” or not, a poor reputation we 


hurts. The St. Louis area is in a fierce compe- 
tition with other metropolitan areas for new 
plants, new jobs, an expanded tax base. And 
it cannot afford to permit managements in 
Other parts of the nation to hold a false con- 


cept of, labor conditions here. False ideas in 
this field hurt just as badly as if they were . 


true. 


Management and labor together can help 
dispel these ideas. The AFL-CIO St. Louis 
Labor Council’s prompt indorsement of the 
Bottoms proposal and its offer to do anything 
it can to further the project, is one way. An- 
other, as the Little firm suggested, is for 
community leaders on each side of the’ Mis- 
sissippi to stop belittling labor relations on, 
the other side. That is a game in which _no- 
body wins and the whole metropolitan area 
loses. 


Three Cents Each 


If our calculations are correct, the Greater 
St. Louis United Fund, as it stamds today, 
needs an average of only a few pennies 
from each person in the area to reach its 1959 
goal. It lacks $195,000 of its goal of $8,600,- 
000. But of this shortage of $195,000, a total 
of $144,000 has been promised as contingent 
gifts if the campaign goes over the top. 

That leaves in reality only $51,000 still to 
be raised in order to reach the United Fund’s 
goal. And that, by our mathematics, is only 
a little more than three cents for each of the 
1,535,000 men, women and children in the 
area throughout which the appeal is made. 


Surely everybody can spare at least the 
postage for one letter to carry the campaign 
to success, and many of course can give much 
more. It would be most regrettable if the 
drive failed to meet its minimum require- 
ment when victory is as close as this. 


Those who have failed to contribute up to 
now could easily put the campaign over its 
goal. However it is achieved, the St. Louis 
area owes it to itself as well as to the many 
worthy beneficiaries of the United Fund, to 
raise the relatively small sum in the next few 
days—as part of its Christmas giving. 


A Nation of Whisperers? 


The display of a pocket-sized recording 
gadget before the Hennings committee—bra- 
zenly used by a witness without the knowledge 
of the Senators—will be regarded favorably 
by those who believe that anything is fair in 
the catching of a crook. But it fills with con- 
sternation those who believe that a man’s 
right to privacy extends to the words he 
speaks. 
The unconsidered approval of wiretaps and 
other electronic devices of detection lies be- 
hind the bland admission of the Attorney 
General and J. Edgar Hoover that the FBI 
makes wide use of them. The officials con- 
tend this is proper so oe as the evidence 
obtained is not introduced in court. , In this 
they rely on a Supreme Court decision which 
rejected wiretap evidence. 
Yet, as another committee witness pointed 
ut, the Federal Communications Act broadly 
orbids the use of wiretaps by anyone “for 
his own benefit or for the benefit of another 
not entitled thereto.” The only persons who 
seem to have any claim to wiretap informa- 
tion are the police in states which have sanc- 
tioned the dangerous practice. Other states 
rotect telephone communications, and at 
east by implication, they protect their citi- 
zens against all forms of electronic snooping. 

If only the apprehension of criminals were 
involved, a federal statute might be drafted 


' which sanctioned the limited use of these de- 


vices in specific cases and for specific rea- 
sons. Perhaps an attempt should be made to 
draft such a law. But their use always will 
be repugnant because the devices—unlike le- 
gal search and seizure—are a constant temp- 
tation to total eavesdropping on innocent 
and guilty alike, and for many a purpose 
other than law enforcement. 

It is disturbing that the police and the FBI 
put so much reliance on electronics. How did 
they ever catch a crimihal before this method 
was available to them? Must they, and every 
“private eye,” and anybody else who has a 
few hundred dollars for one of these gadgets 
be free to listen ‘where and when they will? 
Surely the manufacture and sale of electronic 
snooping devices should be strictly regulated. 
Or are we to become a nation of furtive 
whisperers?

Arthur D. Little Report on St. Louis Area Labor 


Diverse Supply of Skilled Labor Outweighs Reputation for Labor Troubles 


Extracts from Study on 
Columbia Bottoms by 
Arthur D. Little, Inc. 


The area's unwarranted reputation 
for poor labor relations, the lack of 
co-ordinated area-wide planning for in- 
dustrial development, the depressive 
effect of comparative regional decline, 
and the lack of a climate of success 
adversely affect the demand for indus- 
triak land in St. Louis.

St. Louis has a diverse supply of 
highly skilled labor. The 1950 census 
showed that approximately-9 per cent 
of the employed belonged to the pro- 
fessional and technical group, 9 per 
cent were managers and officials, 17 
per cent were in the clerical group, 
8 per cent were in sales, 15 per cent 
were craftsmen and foremen, and 42 
per cent were skilled or semi-skilled 
workers. 


There is considerable evidence that 
the percentage of skilled workers has 
increased substantially since 1950 be- 
cause of the activities of vocational 
and trade schools and the training of- 
fered by the industrial arts depart- 
ments of most of the high schools in 
the area, 


According to information furnished 
by the Missouri State Employment 
Service, there is substantial unem- 
ployment and under-utilization of the 
skills of the area’s labor force, espe- 
cially of the Negro segment. In May 
1959 some 36,300 people — many of 
whom were highly skilled workers — 
were unemployed. 


‘A Desirable Flexibility’ 


In addition, St. Louis attracts labor 
from a large agricultural region, be- 


ing mechanization, agricultural 
production, For example, small farm- 
ers work in industry when its man- 
power demands are high, and on the 
farm when demands in

bility to the labor supply. 


Nevertheless, there is a shortage of ~ 


certain skills required to 


production costs in the St. Louis area 
are approximately the same on both 
sides of the river, and a large industry 
located on either side of the river 
would probably draw from the same 
labor pool. Major construction com- 
panies said that except in the Granite 
City area, construction costs are 
slightly higher on the Illinois side of 
the river. 


The St. Louis metropolitan area is

tation for labor-management friction. 
Actually, the evidence indicates that 
St. Louis’s labor-management relations, 
particularly those concerned with pro- 
duction-type labor, are comparable to 
those in other metropolitan areas hav- 
ing a similar level of industrial ma- 
turity. 

It is true that the area’s labor is 
highly unionized, and that leadership, 
particularly among construction |la- 
borers on the east side of the river 
and among the teamsters on the west 
side of the river, has been militant. 

Moreover, the strike, secondary boy- 
cott, and other internal and external 
activities of these two unions, which 
were widely publicized in national 
magazines and newspapers, have es- 
tablished an unsatisfactory labor repu- 
tation for the area. 

However, leaders in most of the 
larger industries in the area revealed 
that they are, in general, satisfied 
with their plant workers. They all 
agreed that poor labor was not a de- 


terrent to industrial growth in their 
own companies. 

Furthermore, as a result of labor 
relations activities, including the for- 
mation of labor-management commit- 
tees and the adoption of the suggested 
10-point Government program for im- 
proving labor-management relations, 
the labor situation has materially im- 
proved in the past two years. 

For example, costs of construction 
labor in the Granite City area, rela- 
tively speaking, have dr as much 
as 20.per cent during ‘past two 
years. , 

Nevertheless, there is evidence that 
the area’s reputation for poor labor- 
management relations has slowed in- 
dustrial expansion on the Illinois side 
of the river and discouraged indus- 
trial expansion on the Missouri side. 
Vigorous action is therefore needed to 
eliminate the prevailing incorrect and 
over-exaggerated national impression 
of unsatisfactory labor-management 
relations. 

With the exception of Chicago, we 
believe that St. Louis outranks other 
metropolitan areas in the Mississippi 
valley in the availability of skilled 
labor. This will probably become an 
increasingly important asset in the 
future. 7 

Columbia Bottoms would be well lo- 
cated for plants having a significant 
share of the labor force either tech- 
nically trained or highly skilled. Such 
jobs are family-income paying, and 
there should be a good supply of labor 
from both sides of the river reasonably 
near Columbia Bottoms. 

On the other hand, it has been point- 
ed out to us that much of the experi- 
enced labor from the east sidé of the 
river is not oriented toward light as- 
sembly activities, which might pre- 
dominate among the smaller land 
users of Columbia Bottoms. 

At the same time, Columbia _ Bot- 
toms, because of the absence of mass 
transit facilities, is poorly located 
relative to female assembly-type labor. 

A great proportion of factory and 
warehouse labor now own their own 
automobiles. On the other hand, hav- 
ing to be concerned with employe 
transportation problems adds a new 
dimension of difficulty to a personnel 
manager’s hiring problems. Many 
firms in St. Louis county can already 
attest to some of these difficulties. In 
general, Columbia Bottoms would not 
share some of the advantages of St. 
Louis in the supply of skilled labor.

IT HAD BEEN such a pleasant two days I should have 
known something would happen. f'd gone to Columbia, Mo., 
speak at Christian College and had been the house guest 
my friend Peggy Phillips.

Late as it was, I 
called Mrs. Grace Conahan, dog lover and active 
A.P.A. volunteer. She sympathized with my distress 
and called the night man at the kennel. No such dog 
there but some might come in through the night. Next 
morning, more calls. No luck but I might come have 
a look. I rushed over. There was Moonie. 


But our troubles weren’t ended. The woman in charge

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Heart or ‘] ndigestion’ 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 


“ONE HEARS QUITE A BIT about heart attacks and 
how sometimes they can cause a pain that feels so much like 
indigestion. But how can one tell whether it is a heart attack 
without going to a doctor for every pain that may be -in- 
digestion ?—F.H.” 

That is a good question. I’ve seen news items (and I’ve 
seen cases, too) in which ‘‘an attack of indigestion” turned 
out to be a heart attack. 


It is my guess that a large proportion of these people 
had a strong suspicion that the pain was more than “‘indiges- 
tion.” But they “didn’t want to worry the family,” or they 
didn’t want to admit to themselves that something rather 
serious was occurring. So they said, “It’s just indigestion,” 
when they might better have had someone call the doctor 
instead. Still, I dare say we all can understand what went 
on in their minds. But was it wise? No, of course not. 

What, then, can we learn that will help us avoid the same 
sort of error? 


Here are my thoughts. First, “indigestion” is 
@ very vague term that means, to different people, 
different things. Anything except a cramp in the toe 
or a headache! Any pain from chest to lcwer abdomen. 
So let’s not waste time trying to define it. 


True heart pain, however, is easiet to describe. It 
usually is under the breastbone, from the upper to the lower 
portion of that area. Or it may occur in the shoulder blade 
region. It is usually a dull pain, a sense of pressure or 
tightness. It may stay in the original spot, or it may radiate 
to the arm, neck, or back. 

When it starts at the lower breastbone level, the pain is 
often mistaken for “indigestion.” There are other possible 
causes for pain in this region, however. Gall bladder trouble 
is one; a duodenal or gastric ulcer is another, pesaihly dia- 
phragmatic hernia. 

To know, certainly, which is which, generally requires 
electro-cardiogram and-or X-rays. Suppose the pain is from 
one of those causes, rather than a heart pain? It still is 
adequate reason for medical diagnosis and treatment! 


So the best advice I can give is to rely on your 
own good sense and judgment. If the pain is more 
than a trivial one, and is in the heart-ulcer-gall bladder 


own good common sense, really, is going to be the 
answer. The heart attacks that are ‘“‘mistaken” for indiges- 
tion aren’t, as a rule, really mistakes. The patient is either 
fooling himself, or trying to fool someone else. And, naturally, 
it doesn’t work.

tinues under full fission, The 
Dresden reactor at Morris, Iil., 
will join the two-year-old Ship- 
pingport (Pa.), atomic. power 
station in full power operation, 
while two other power reactors, 
the Enrico Fermi plant at La- 
goona Beach, Mich., and the 
Yankee Atomic Electric Co. in- 
stallation at Rowe, Mass., will 
both go critical, This will bring 
440,000 electric kilowatts of. pow- 
er into actual production or on 
the verge of it. The nuclear ship 
Savannah will start up its re- 
actors during the year. A cou- 
ple of dozen- United States nu- 
clear submarines are being con- 
structed.

His Neighborhood Cash Contributions to Fund Being Used to Help Those Without Resources of Their Own

AS THE CHRISTMAS shopping 
rush draws to a close, gifts of 
clothing,’ food, toys, medical 
supplies, fuel and household ap- 
pliances are being delivered to 
homes of St. Louis’s neediest 
families, provided by contribu- 
tions to the Post-Dispatch’s ninth 
annual Christmas fund. But many 
other homes will not know the 
joy of Christmas unless their 
more fortunate neighbors can 
share. 

The fund, co-sponsored by the 
Christmas Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council, seeks to 
meet special: needs of the many 
families and individuals who are 
ill, handicapped, unemployed or 
unemployable, aged or afflicted. 
All money goes to the families 
themselves or to the aencies 
serving them. None is used for 
administration. 


The fund now totals $19,753. 

During the Christmas season, 
the Post-Dispatch is publishing 
100 case stories. They are au- 
thentic situations, taken from 
the files of member agencies of 
the Health and Welfare Council, 
but they are also typical of 
many others. 


Most are on relief, but the 
meager subsistence checks they 
receive will not begin to cover 
even the basic necessities of 
existence. There is no possibility 
of their obtaining the extras— 
the diet foods, medical aids, 
household appliances, warm 
clothing, educational toys — un- 
less others contribute to their 
welfare.

Case 86. 


THE B. CHILDREN live with 
their mother in three sparsely- 
furnished rooms in a rundown 
tenement rooming house. They 
have little to eat and wear shab- 
by clothing. The father deserted 
them several years ago. Mrs. 
B. worked steadily during the 
summer but has been unable to 
find a job this winter. A gift 
of $30 would enable her to buy 


clothing and nutritious food for 
her children. 


Case 87. 

THREE CHILDREN in this 
family, according to doctors, 
suffer allergies and need special 
diets.

A Shocking Situation 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22. 
WE HAD A VERY INTERESTING MEETING of the 
Citizens Committee for Children the other day, during which 
the whole sad story of the city’s slow progress in meeting 
the increased needs of neglected and abandoned children, 
as well as delinquents, came out in certain reports. 


For instance, because there has been so much delay in 
acquiring a new installation, one report revealed, 65 children 
have been sleeping on cots in a gymnasium where there 
are no windows. The cots must be folded up in the daytime 
to make space available for play. So, the childrem have. no 
place to keep their clothes, which, therefore, are thrown on the 
floor of a closet in an untidy heap. These children have 
absolutely no place to call their own. 


This condition shocked the people who visited this 
particular city shelter, the report went on, and they 
pushed for immediate action on the new building. 
Whereupon a new difficulty arose. They discovered 
that there would be no beds and no dressers for the 
children even when the new building is ready for 
occupancy. This was too much for two of the women 
members of the group investigating the situation, and 
they, themselves, promptly decided to find beds and 
dressers. 


Such action as this, however, is bad procedure, because 
the responsibility is the city’s. Sure, these people mean 
well, and to put out the fire before the house burns down is 
commendable, but I sincerely hope we are not going to be 
content with such action. I hope we are going to try to do 
something about the causes that bring about these over- 
crowded, poorly staffed, and really dangerous situations for 
children. 


As I looked around at the people at our board meeting, 
I couldn’t help thinking that there are other groups such as 
this one being helped constantly by private organizations in 
New York City. And such should not be the case. 


If these charitable organizations could get to- 
gether on a non-partisan basis and put some of their 
effort into political reform action we might have a 
force for good that has never before been mobilized. 
These are nonpartisan problems, and those of us who 
sit on boards and make representations to the govern- 
ment of the city might very well consider joint action 
with other groups interested in other phases of the 
city government. In this way we could hope to get 

“at the roots of some of our troubles and not be forced 
always to treat the end results.

The Meaning of Christmas

CHRISTMAS MEANS different 
things to us at different times 
in our life, depending upon what 
our experiences have been, and 
these meanings are not contra- 
dictory, whether we are 5 years 
old or 80. The record remains 
the same; what changes is our 
emphasis. 


At 80 a man may feel all the 
wonder and awe of his fifth 
Christmas. But other meanings 
have been added. They weave a 
strand as rich as the opulence 
of the Magi, and a man follows 
this bright thread or that, medi- 
tating upon its significance for 
the world. 


The concept of Christ as the 
Prince of Peace is the thread for 
some men, and they trace its 
weaving with longing, though 
there has never been peace in 
the world. But they remember 
that He said, ‘‘My peace I give 
unto you,” just an hour or two 
before being arrested by Roman 
soldiers. 


His peace was never the ab- 
sence of conflict and violence. 
Was the crucifixion a peaceful 
scene? His peace was the 
serenity that transcends suffer- 
ing, injustice and cruelty. That 
was what He offered to dis- 
ciples, and that peace they 
have found all through the 
ages. 


Others meditate upon the help- 
lessness of the newborn Child, 
and are reminded that God 
chooses the tender, the vulner- 
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able and the weak to confound 
the mighty. They chant the Mag- 
nificat of the Virgin Mary. They 
wonder, even if they don’t ac- 
knowledge their fears, whether 
this Child is powerful enough to 
meet the forces opposing Him 
now and in the future, And they 
read their answer in the three 
first centuries of the Christian 
era when devotion, martyrdom 
and love brought about what vio- 
lence was powerless to accom- 
plish. 

Why did He come? He gave 
several answers to that ques- 
tion. He said that He came to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to 
bring sight to the blind, to give 


life—‘‘I am come that they might

have life and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” 


On anohter occasion He said 
that he had come to seek and 
to save that which was lost. : 
That for me has come to be the 
central meaning of Christmas: 
there is a God who seeks and 
saves the lost. 


That theme starts back in 
Genesis- when God visits Adam 
and Eve after their disobedi- 
ence. Though they are punished, 
they are not abandoned. The 
God who cares and redeems is 
already revealed. How different 
is this hope from the stark doom 
of Greek tragedy! 


The same theme recurs several 
times in the Old Testament, the 
most poignant illustration being 
the Book of Hosea. It reaches 
its height in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of Luke in the New Testa- 
ment, where Jesus tells one story 
after another to illustrate God's 
concern for the lost. What pas- 
sion there is in the story of the 
lost sheep and of the shepherd 
who leaves the 99 to hunt for the 
stray, and who carries it home 
on his shoulders! 


And then there is the story 
of the lost coin, and of a 
woman sweeping her house un- 
til she finds it. But it is the 
story of the lost boy that 
breaks your heart, particularly 
the father who runs out to 
meet him when he returns 
home in disgrace, and kisses 
him without a word of re 
proach.
